. POULTRY FARMIJSQ. 

There is n good field for profit, both 
more than urdlnury and lasting, in the 
way of poultry raiaing. The industry— 
for such it ia — prosecuted in a Byatematio 
manner, is as jjnying au one as any upon 
which persona with small capital can en- 
ter. Our farmerH know they can sell 
oyerj egg their chickens produce, but do 
not mateiittlly increase the number of head 
each year. The egg supply is looked upon 
by theca'.aB,pr«oariouB, and the chickens 
(generally " 'of the barnyard ca^t) 
are leit principally to "rustle" for them- 
selves. Thia is a mistiikoj for— although 
we are not awaro that it has been done 

• here td any largo extent — exclusive atten- 
tion paid to the roaring and general re- 
quirements of poultry ia a care which ia 

. well repaid. In some oases persons, hear- 
iDR of its being a good thing, have bought 
a Jaw, fowls, fed them every morning and 
evening, perhaps to Excess, given thoin a 
little water, or left them to look for it, 
and roukjhly caluulati ig the cost i)f their 
keep — they never, perhaps, took the pains 
to keep an exact account^ — find that the 

. eggs . and increase du nut only cover 
the coat of the outlay. These will tell 
you poultry do not pay. No more will 
anything that is not pruaocuted with care 
and upon an intelligent .system. It is as 
easy tu mike ns to lose money on a 
ohigken ranohe;— the result depending 
almost entirely upon the individual. To 
be prosecuted successfully a chicken 
ranohe requires to he given one's undi- 
vided attention and would therefore have 
to bo undertaken on a scale that would 
warrant a sutiiciont return. Three or 
four acres of ground for five hundred 
chickens of a pure -broed — light or dark 
Brahmaia are the best — will prove sufli- 
oient to provide 'theni-with a grass run, 

; site for ohioken-houses, enclosed runs 
(and tliaae are neoeanary), and also leav- 
isig ground not only amply sufficient to 
raise the various kind of feed necessary, 
but for a kitchen garden as well. The 
hduies shoiild be built, ^ay, in blocks of 
four; -each oompetent to acoommodate 
25 ohiokens— no more.' iTSe^lla should 
be double-planked and a window or open- 
ing cut in the cuter wall so that the air 
can enter and pass round to the oppo- 
site side whore a similar opening has 
been out in the inner wall. The wood 
used for the walls should be 1;^ inches 
thick; and by the method thentioned the 
cold uir becomes milder before entering 
the interior of the hon-roost, while at 
the tame time they are properly venti- 
lated. Then there ia the requirement of 

; warmth — which ia everything 4^1 winter, 

: both for the fowls' health and ..their egg- 

■ laying capabilities. A iireplaoe^'is' coh- 
atrncted in the ce'ntre of the block of 
roosts, which ia reached by a narrow pas- 
BAge. Tho trouble in keeping these going 

; will QBver bo misdirected, but will be the 
means,' with a little stimulating food, 
such as meat chopped and peppered, 

' given about twice a' week, of - keeping the 
egg supply up to almost a summer stand- 
ard. Each group of chickens should 

. be kept separate from the others, 
and to mauttgei thia have to be al- 
lowed out in turn, unless some 
means can be adopted to keep them apart, 
lor it has been settled by esperience that 
more together than twenty-fivo do not do so 
well ng that or a leaner number. "Warmth, 
cleanliness, regular, but not over feediup, 
and abovB'aU'Tth&V^geheral jattra to 
joiiltry, render the ooeupatidn-not'by any 
means oh unpleasant while at the anmo time 
a most profitable one. Eggs in this city arc 
now selling at lifty to siity-two, and have 
been as high as seventy-five cents a dozen, 
•while birds themselves (they are not of 
mammoth growth either) Hell at from six to 
seven dollars a dozen. There are at least 
two waysX>f domg everything — a right and 
a wrong; and it will be hard indeed if by 
adopting the right course, those going into 
the business here cannot make it pay at the 
above-quoted prices.'.-.; ,,^!it)-^nj:).':r'o:->.

With selBshueaa bristling .all through its 
ttriiolo the Times 'yostcrday evening attempts 
to detract from the rcsultof tho Hnlo of Eng- 
lish buy lots, aud with its unvaried aptitude 
for falsifying discredits the names of pur- 
chasers' fiiiv en in this paper, as well as 
"flggeririgS! with' more' than itH ordinary 
inaccuracy.

chequer. The iibsurdity of this statement 
is so apparent that it needs no contradic- 
tion. Nut content with seeking to de- 
stroy confidence in the validity dfr the 
aale previous to its taking place, by af- 
firming that the properly was in tho pos- 
session of tho Imperi;il government, tho 
Timea now aooks to belittle what on every 
side is acknowledged to be a supriaingly 
aatisfdtitory. result, aud notwithstanding 
its ptevifibs/wild atatem in regard to 
ownership it aaya that "it is another in- 
fltauca of governmental bungling at the 
expanse of tho people."

SOUND FOKTIFICATIONS. 

A ITIciiiorial to Coimross Asking 
for Fortiflcntioii uf Vuyict 
Sound. 

A meraorial presented to congress by Mr. 
Munda}-, praying for the erection of fortitl- 
oatioua on Paget Sound, seta forth: (1)-— 
That the maritime commerce of said terri- 
tory arises almost wholly on Puget Sound, 
tho finest body of laud-looked tide-water in 
tho world, (2) — That Raid Puget Sound 
has a shore liiio within the territory of over 
fifteen hundred miles. (3 J — That upon 
Puget Sound are fine growing and prosper- 
ous cities, and a dozen mill bowns enjoying 
a very extensive, foreign and coastwise 
commercei that the property; con- 
centrated in Ruch cities and towns 
now amounts to over 'twenty million 
dollars. (4)— That tho early com 
pletion of railroads across the Cascades 
will bring the products of the great wheiit 
fields of Ei>atern Washington to Puget 
Sound for .foreign shipment, thereby at 
once more than doubling the present com- 
merce of that district. (5 ) That this en- 
tire district of Puget Sound and its sub- 
stantial and growing commerce is wholly 
without means of defence by sea although 
there are several defensiblof.headl^.qds 
which might be easily and impregnably 
improved by modern long range guns ; 
that said • headlands were many 
years ago selected and reserved by 
the government for purposes of 
fortifications; that fortifications at two 
points near the ontrapce to tiio said 
Sound woidd efToctually protect the whole 
thereof a.id the above-mentioned harbors. 
(6 ) That within thirty-five miles of said 
pointsJa^the British Pacific naval stations 
of Victoria, where the English govern- 
ment always maintains a conaidurablo 
fleet of war yeasela, and whore said gov- 
ernment is now spending many millions 
of dollars in the conatruction of docks 
and fortifications. The memorialists 
earnestly ask that congress cause suitable 
fortifications to be erected at one or more 
pointa on Puget Sound, and that an etfec- 
tive armament be provided therefore. 



Bigrffcst Opium f Seizure ou Re- 
cord.

arrived here last night, or oarly this 
morning, having made a moat unprece- 
dented run. It i& pretty sura that this is 
the largest aeiziiro of opium . pver, made, 
and certainly it ia the mdst^'vialulablerBer- 
vice ever dune by . the rereaue ..nianne. 
Oollector Beecher i'feela 3 ustlj|;'proad )<of 
his feat. It is understood that the whole 
thing waa "given away" by a dock hand 
on the Idaho, who probably guia liand- 
somely rewarded for turning state's evi- 
dence. Wo are informed that the devel- 
opments in this case are considered amply 
sutHcient to warrant the seizure of the 
iJaho on her return to this port. . Oapt. 
Oarroll bought a small sloop here which 
WQB sold at auction while the Itluho was 
being searched, and it ia supposed the 
trip of the Wolcott to northern waters 
has deprived.tbe.little^craft of a cargo. 
Singularly enoughi Oollector French, of 
Alaska, came down as a passenger on the 
Idaho when tho opium was seized on 
board of her at this port, and the cutter 
nent with the collector of thia district 
into the Alaska district for the big haul of 
smuggled goods.

WINNIPEG AND PORr-SIIYIPSON. 

The Latest Overland Railway 
iiclieuie. 

Tiie North Canada Pacific. 



The following letter signed "W. J. M." 
appears in the Toronto Mail : 

Sia : — Application having been made to 
parliament for a charter for the North 
Canadian Pacifiojrailway, it may be well 
to give a short outlino of the country 
through whioh this line will pass, premis- 
ing that the proposed railway would be 
in no way autagonistio to the Canada Pa- 
cific, but, on the contrary, would prove 
an important feeder at Winnipeg, and 
would also be of vast benefit to the Do- 
minion at large in opening out to aettlo- 
ment an inimenae atretch-.of country in 
the immediate vicinity of tho liae, whilst 
it would, by connecting with the naviga- 
ble waters of the western' lakea^ Manitoba, 
Winuipegoosis,-or the' North Saskatche- 
wan, the Leaser Slave lake, the Athabas- 
ca river, and last, though not least, the 
great Peace river, an additional territory 
of almost unlimited extent would be 
brought within available reach of com 
inercu, while in the possible contingency 
of the 

STHArrs OP KUOA ■ 
biiinp clo.sed, or rather exposed, owing to 
dilticultieu witii our soul horn neighbors, 
a a.ifo and equally convenient harbor on 
tho Pacific would be had at Port Simp 
sou. From the vicinity of Winnipeg in 
a northwt'stijrly direoticui, for a distance 
of about TO'niiT'es, alternating woodland 
and prairie are the general charaotoriatics 
of the country. Some wet land,'ia, how- 
ever, to be met with, in one case running 
into a bog about three miles in width, but 
drainage of this would not be dillicult, as 
there is a good easterly fall. For the next 
50 miles the country is not so low, be- 
ing elevated about 40 feet above the level 
of Lake Manitoba, and is generally wood- 
ed with scrub oak and good sized poplars. 
Patches of wet land are frequent, but 
can be drained and converted into valua- 
ble meadow land. For about 12 miles 
further, up to tho Narrows of Like Mani- 
toba, tile land ia uonerally low, being in 
some spots but little raised )buve the 
high water level of the lake. After pass- 
ing the ."Narrows" the land'oontinues low 
for some 15 niiles, but for the next 160 
milea, when the Swan river is reached. 

Tho nulural drainage is excellent, ex- 
cepting close to Lake Wiunipegooaia, 
wfiore muskegs are tmmerous, but report- 
ed generally 10 have firm clay bottoms 
and iiut to be diOicult of drainage. All 
along thia extensive 'region of country, 
Bitending from the lake region to the 
Swan rivar, tho soil may be generally 
called productive, and this may especially 
bo said to be the case of the Swan river 
district, a tract of land some 60 miles in 
length by about 20 in width, where the 
soil ia exceptionally rich. From Swan 
river and' Fort a la Corne, ou tho North 
SaakiitcliBwan, the country ia largely com- 
posed of undulated prairie, with fertile 
soil, and occasionally small lakes, while 
there is also a sufheioncy of wood for gen- 
eral purposes. .The are, however, one 
or two ridgea of sandy, gravelly soil, cov- 
ered with apruco. One of these sandy 
strips, about a mile in width, reaches 
clueo to the fort, but a short distance 
back from the river; "tho soil is fully' 
equal to, if not superior to, that in the 
vicinity of Prince Albert." West of Fort 
a la Corne the country haa^beeri''>bttb''very^ 
partially explored, but it' is said to ' odm- 
prise *M ^ -

with low wooded hills, and horo and 
there suiall liiarshy lakes, till tho Beaver 
river is reached, on which tho firat few 
mile^are wooded with small poplar and 
Banksian pine, auoceedod by much open 
prairie, with good soil, till Lao la Biche is 
approaclu'd. From Lac la '/^iolie&pipo- 
ceeding westerly along the ni;rttf side- of 
Leaser Slave lake, in an air lino, is about 
175 miles; a groat portion of the country 
appeal's to be wooded with pine and pop- 
lar, and here and there is a copse of aspen. 
The Leaser Slave lake is an extensive 
sheet of water, being about 75 miles lung 
by from six to nine miles wide. Tho soil 
in the vicinity of the lake is chiefly of ex- 
cellent quality, vegetables of various 
kinds being raised at the Hudson's Bay 
post, while there is luxuriant pasture for 
many milea along the southern and west- 
ern shores, fhe wild hay, ' chieffy blue 
joint, growing tu a greater height than a 
man's head. Many plants common to 
western Ontario are found here, but none 
of an Artie or sub-Arctic type. -;The north- 
shore of the lake is bolder than the Boiitli>; 
ern one, and presents a fine appearance. 
Coal bf'godd.quality is also found in the 
baiiks'of foine of the stream's tributary tu 
this lake, which empties itself by the Less- 
er Slave river into the Athabasca river, a 
navigable stream, which the North Cana- 
dian crosses .some miles to the east, and 
whi;:h will open means of communication 
with the great Luke Athabasca to tho 
north, and tho rich mineral and' grazing 
regions said to exist in that direction. In 
my next, with your permission, I will fol- 
kiw the course of tho proposed line to the 
mountains, merely adding that the infor- 
mation her'eT. given has been condensed 
from the'- repbrts of Hind, -Butler, the 
geological reports, and thevr^ports of tho 
OaiTadian Pacific Rail wayi^ii***^"*^'

A Walk Tlii'oii(;h its Illetaways 
and Ityc^vays. 

The Dcstitatiou of its luiinb- 
Itants. 



Yesterday afternoon a reporter of The 
Colonut, under the guidance of Sanitary 
Oflieer''l|IejiriiaTmade.a to the streets 
and al'titiis of Obiiiatown. The first thing 
that attracted attention was the 

NUMUKR OK SmVERINO OHINAMKN 

who were huddled in groups against the 
front of the stores of their mora fortu- 
nate countrymen on Cormorant street, or 
gathered around some itinerant peddler of 
unreliable provisions Qme of these had, 
exposed for sale, several dozen of crabs 
and a quantity of sinall fish, caught from 
the wharves, ' Curious' to ascertain the 
price at which he was vending his wares, 
he was asked what ho charged for the 
shell fiah. John, evidently thinking 
there was a 

"chance for a HAUL ON A SMALL SOALE, 

immediately replied: "One bittee each," 
and in almost the same breath parted with 
five of them for the same sum to a coun- 
tryman. Tlic lougiiig louUti uaal upon tho 
purchase by those who did not poasoas the 
same means wherewith to buy would have 
excited pity in the hearts of those most 
bitterly opposed to this people's immigra- 
tion. Down a back alum leading from 
from Store street to tho old broken-down 
wharf in the rear, weat the viaitors. In 
the passages which led to rooms- occu- 
pied by the poorest class of Chinese, tho 
strong odor, which must be overpowering 
in tho summer, was present to the olfao 
tory nerves despite the subduing efToct of 
tho cold weather. Opeiiiiig the door of 
one of the rooms the usual artiuloa of 
Chinese domestic furniture, though rather 
scarce - in nuinbur and unprotentioua in 
'q'liality, were observable. Strips of mat- 
ting .spread upon bunks fortiied the 
couche i, and for covering a few rags, iu- 
cludiiii^' one or two blankets, had to 
answer thb purpose. Several of the 
Chinese who wero trying to 

KBEP warm bv STAYING IN BED, 

looked up as the visitors entered an'd 
gazed steadily at them, but without the 
appearance of any active curiosity. Two 
others wero crouched in front of a small j 
stove which apparently refused to keep 
alight; and were alternately blowing the 
few flames into greater ardor, or en- 
deavoring to catch what little heat the 
fire was emitting. Tho passage itself 
was a sheet of ice, and also gaVo uninia- 
takeable evidence that lodgers thereabout 
could go farther with injre decency and 
respect for sanitary conditions. Each 
room was a more or less faithful counter- 
part of tho other, what few distinotiona 
there were existing; in tho number of oc- 
cupants and their facilitiea for wnnnth 
and the visible quantity and nature of 
their food. ' Sometiines upon opening a 
door a querulou8'''*> ' 

"what you WANT?" 
would be uitered by one or more of the 
inmates, — an enquiry that was generally 
ignored, and which either from policy or 
apathy 'was seldom repeated. As the 
number of tenements visited increased, 
it became perceptible that the inmates, as 
a rule, shared alike amongst themselves. 
For instaijco in one cabin five Chinamen, 
ivhoBU fire was a decided failure from lack 
of supply, sat erouud it looking as dis- 
consolate as if they were perishing aome- 
where^neaVthe Nortli Pole, and certainly 
they looked as cold as one might imagine 
persons expoted in that region would be. 
Upon opening the door of the next cabin, 
however, comfort that was great in com- 
parison, prevailed. 

THE DENSE SMOKE 

at Grat prevented a olear view; but as the 
eyes became accustomed tcT the darkness I 
of the interior, aided by the draught com- | 
ing through the open door (which waa not 
welcome to those inside) the occupants, { 
to the number of nine adults and a lad, | 
could be seen variously engaged and dis- 
engaged. Hot water in half a coal oil ; 
can waa boiling on the atovo, and near by 
one of the men waa being shaven by 
a compHnioD.. Another was smoking a 
pipe, seveiral wbre lying covered upon the 
matting, and two were actually laughing 
when their privacy was Qrat intruded up- 
on. One of these, a good tempered and 
rather intelligent looking fellow said 
pleasantly, "How you do ?" and nodded 
e(|ually pleasantly in rec< gnition.of the re- 
sponse. Down to an old cuiiableddwu 
siianty (at the foot of the Johh8oh'"slreet 
ravine) and at whose entrance, in place of 
a door, waa hung some matting, next went 
the tourists. On the earthen flour in the 
first apartment were^two,;,Ohiiieao wrap- 
ped up about the-hieada and ears as though 
they were in the open.Tair— which they 
miaht noariy as |wfellihi(iT|.be^|*J^'yheir 
chief care, a'so, seemed to be the" fire, 
which iu their caao was being coaxed in a 
coal oil tin lying on its side and with a 
hole cut in the upper sitio on which an old 
pot was partly placed, while the itmoke 
had to do the best or worst it could. 
Their culinary operations were confiiied to 
the boiling pf .two . crabs which they ex- 
hibited'With anmolihing akin to triumph, 
having caught ihein that morninu. Lift- 
ing an impromjitu curtain, tlio forms of 
seven more Ohineae revealed themselves. 
One of ih^ae-ex^ainM that th had 

"NO MORE CHOW-OHOW," 
whilo another, ■whomj general (Irojjsical ap- 
pearance bad exti-nded to his head until it 
was as swollen as the proverbial condition 
of the cranium of n man who has boon 
"kpBDinfi it up" "11 night, dragged himself 
round from the vantage poaif ion in front of 
the 8tov8,,and looked mournfully on. This 
poor wretch, one of the Chinamen who 
caught the crabs explained, has been "fat- 
siick" for three months past, cannot eat 
(which his comrades at present fiud con- 
venient) and cannot live very. long. 

A LAROE BLOCK OP TEHEMENTB 

between Oormor'ant and Fisgard, and leased 
and sub-leased uhtQ it wpRld .bejdiffloalt to 
find a responsible landlord in connection 
with any breach of sauitation, was next 
made thepoint of observation. On each door 
was Httincilled tho information "lioeused to 
hold four persons," but necessity which 
knows no law evidoucod their capacity of 
holding in many ea.soa three times that 
uumber. Among these, though there wore 
signs of poverty, there was no indication of 
absolute destitution; bat one could not fail 
to be struck with the petty, the "picayune" 
nature — if the expression be allowed — of 
their operations. As examples: A China- 
man, outside his door, was chopping wood, 
in quantity about enough to keep an ordi- 
nary grate flre Uberally going for a quarter 
of an hour; yet he apparently

undei: less straitened circumstances. Over 

a small fire inside a room o Chinaman wag 
frying seven small fl'h, each about two 
luohes long, while eight Chinamen were 
surveying the process with an interest that 
waa incited by appetite. A room close by 
oojjtajned more utrjkinj; si^s of affluence '• 



in the presence of a sack of flour and half 
a mat of rice. Eleven Chinese were scat- 
tered around, and somC; who nt ii table 
were playing dominoes, showed that as they 
were somewhat easy in mind they also 
probably were in their interior economy. 
Passing four rooms severally rented and 
nightly slept iu by four 

CHINESE COOKS IN WUITK FAMILIES, 

the door of the next room or compartment 
was thrown open by the officer, and dis- 
closed the inside ef an opium den, presided 
over by a Chinaman, and who at that mo- 
ment was enjoying the company of four 
white men, three of whom were smoking 
the dn^g''which . once partaken 9f;n^U con- 
tend saaoeRsfiilly with the strongest rbsbln- 
tion to discontinue its use. "The fourth 
white man was making a cigarette, while 
the Celestial was frying a quantity of flah 
that looked small enough to be whitebait. 
Disturbed at their avocation, two of the 
men, reclining, half arose. 

ONE OF THEM 

putting on his hat andas he moved outside, 
addressing the officer in a deprecatory 
manner, said: "I am sorry you should 
have caught me here, sir !" "Then why 
do you come, Howard, and run the 
chances?" enquired the prosaic individual 
addressed, "Well," was the evasive an- 
swer, "if ever you catch me again, take a 
club to me." In reply to this tho officer 
briefly remarking that ho would at that 
rate be engaged all the lime, moved oif, 
adding to tli« roportur, "Ho aidn't recog- 
nize you, and was giving that deal for 
your benefit, so that you raijiht imagine 
it was the first or nearly the first.time ho 
has been ton den."

pelled to leave behind,. 

WAS DEAD— STARVED TO DKATH ! 

Another similar case occurred last 
month. The number of Chinese crowded 
together in these shanties and rooms if> 
in defiance of the cubic air bylaw, but 
while tho cold weather lasts such ofi'era no 
particular opportunity to an epidemic, and 
it is the only means by which some of thu 
unfortunates have of retaining a modi- 
cum ot bodily warmth. They live for the 
m oat; part on jjimi^ll^fia^l^and 4,cr^^^ , which 
soniei 'cafcK' ' and* oi;lie'rs~are able to buy, 
and upon rice when they can get it. Their 
cost of living at present is not more than 
four or five dollars per month, and those 
who have regularly dealt at certain Chi- 
nese stores are, and have been, able to 
get credit to various small amount*. Their 
credit of course has a limit, and those who 
have exhausted it find themselvea in a 
hopeless predicament. A moderate esti- 
mate of those Chinese in the city who 
now every riltirning wake up hungry, 
fixes them at the ruund number of < one 
thousand.

west. There is nothing in the situation of 
these Amprican,cities contributing to ropid 
growth and ^material development that 
should not iil'tiiew years find a parallel in 
Canada. ' .They 'Bay^ not so good, certainly 
no better. a surroundiug agricultural region; 
they are the centres of a well settled dis- 
trict, but time will give oiir;iiifailt,townB in 
tho northwest a like ad'vanttge,-itwWla'. tho 
ropiaiiy with which brauoh lines of railway 
are being provided iu Manitoba and tho ter- 
ritories will in tho Ubar future place them in 
equally as good a position as Minnesota's 
twin Histers us centres of railway communi- 
cation." Quoting the Tribune to the effect 
that Miuueiipolis and St. Paul are growing 
ui> as a great urban ooutro of transporta- 
tion facilities, populutit)u, commerce, mauu- 
fucturus nnd iu the rear of Chicago, just as 
Chicago developed iu the rear of the eastern 
cities, and as Kansas city is growing up be- 
hind St. Loiiis, . the Giaette' p^^^^ the 
like develo[ftnen£ of meiropblitan pentres iu 
tho newer northwest of British America. 

Thu prediction is a perfectly safe one. 
The Briiish province of Manitoba and tho 
territories of Assiuiboia, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and Athabasca corapriio a vast 
area, much of which possessei superior 
agricultural resources. A century is a 
little whilo in history; yet even a quarter 
of a century has wrought appalling results 
in tho development of our own Northwest. 
One hardly darea conjecture what marvels 
fifiy.or a hundred years may work in the 
wilderness to the northward of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad. Ten years ago Da- 
kota was for the most pare a howling des- 
ert. Five or six years hence it will have 
u million inhabitants. Two or three gen- 
erations hence there will be millions of 
sturdy Anglo-Saxon people living west of 
Winnipeg and north "f the Canadian Pa- 

In the newer northwest it is' likely 'that' 

thu next iiiiiiortitiit ui iiiin growth beyond 
Minnu,»pi/hs and St. Paul will be at Win 
nipeg. Thiii city has sullerod terribly 
from its promaturn boom, its population 
having fallen fro.in thirty thousand in the 
feverish period of speculation to twenty 
thousand in 1883. But it has begun 
quietly to grow again, and it has • proa- 
puroua future boforo it. During the past 
year its population is estimated to have 
increased two t|-:>ur,.'inc3, and the vacant 
houses decreased from 700 to 250. Busi- 
ness is improving, and both city and pro- 
vince are feeling a new hopefulness. 
Winnipeg is reaa()nably;'oett8iti',to:be'ooma 
an important city in the course of north. 
weatorn dievolopmont. 

But five hundred miles to the north- 
west of WinnipBg is tho vast and fertile 
Saskatchewan valley, and still further in 
tho same direction are the great Athabaa-' 
c.i and Pe!kce riven, and the broad basin 
drained into the Great Slave lake. The 
Peace river valley is as far northwest of 
Winnipeg aa NViiinipeg' is northwoat of 
Chicago. Some day there must, in the 
nature of things, be a new northwestern 
metropolis in the Saskatchewan region, 
and eventually there will bo a eiiy aome- 
wharo below thu Great Slave lake. 

And still the illimitable northwest 
stretches on and on. From the Great 
Slave lake to the Alaska boundary is near- 
ly another thousand miles. Through this 
region passes the broad Mackenzie river 
on ita journey —a thouaand' miles to the 
Arctic ocean. And parallel with the Mac- 
kenzie, some three or four hundred miles 
further westward, is the upper stretch of 
the Yukon. Between the streams are the 
ranges of the Rocky mountain system, 
containing, like enough, the gold of an- 
other California. Who can foretell the 
future po88it)ilitie8 of the northwest corner 
of British Columbia? 

Croaaiiig tho Alaskan frontier in this 
imaginary journey to tho ultimate north- 
west, one tinds hiuiaelf on United States 
soil again, at nearly twenty-five hundred 
miles duo northwuet from Minneapolis; 
and still a thousand miles or so of terra 
Jinna lie beyond.f-j?Tlje^'tbira :,b£^,i^^ 
following a dii-ecllitie'wo'uld "measure aix'- 
teen hundred miles from Minneapolis 
southeast to Capo Sable, tho southernmost 
tip of Florida; sixteen hundred miles from 
Minneapolia tiprtheaat to the coaat of New- 
foundland; 'aixteen hundred miles from 
Minneapolis southwest to the Gulf of Cali 
fornia, and more than three thousand 
miles northwest from Minneapolia to Beh- 
ring Strait. These far northwestern re- 
gions are not tho most favored and gonial 
on tho globe, but they have vast material 
resources and are capable of sustaining a 
large popiilatlon. They await a prosper 
oils future. Their high altitudes are tern 
pered by the warm Pacific currents. The 
Saskatchewan valley ia in the same lati- 
tude as central and northern England, 
Tho Great Slave Lake is on about thu 
parallel of Stoukhulra, Christiana and St. 
Petersburg.' Sitka ia not much further 
north than Edinburgh and Glasgow. 

Cincinnati was tho metropolis of the 
"northwest" of two generations ago. Chi- 
cago has bcoiinie tho centre of a greater 
northwest lying beyond. Minneapolis 
and St. Paul are assuming large propor 
tions at tho head of the Mississippi valley 
as the com raercialvoenire';Of i still another 
and more extended northwest. The pro- 
cess is to be repeated several times more- 
between Minnea[)oli8 and Behring Strait. 
But tho developmeiKs beyond will not su- 
persede or eolipi*o those at the Falls of St. 
Anthony. This point aeems destined from 
geographical, political, iiidu«trial, dim- 
mercial and trunapurtational cunsidera- 
tioiia, to become the central metropolis of 
tho continent — tho future seat of North 
American empire. A prominent Canadian, 
writing m the last number of the North 
Ameriisan'lReviow, maintains that "conti- 
nental union" is the ultimate destiny of 
Canada and the United States. Minne- 
apolia will be the continental capital.
